The  above  statistics  point  to  the  fact  that  194-8  was  on 
the  whole  a healthy  year.  The  Birth  Rate  is  high  and  the 
absence  of  Maternal  Deaths  and  the  low  level  of  Infantile- 
Mortality  are  very  satisfactory. 
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B»  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  l^h,G  designates  the  County 
Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  The  responsibility 
of  the  County  Council,  in  addition  to  most  of  their  previous 
functions,  now  embraces  Home  Nursing,  Ambulance  Service  and 
Provision  of  Domestic  Help. 

Certain  functions  however  have  been  removed  from  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Council  and  placed  under  the 
administration  of  an  ’ad  hoc’  body  constituted  by  the 
Minister  of  Health.  These  functions  are  mainly  concerned 
with  Tuberculosis,  Hospitals,  etc. 

The  arrangements  for  hospitalisation,  laboratory  facil- 
ities, disinfections,  cleansing  and  ambulances  are  as  in 
former  years.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year  was  low,  and  as  far  as  I have  been  able  to 
ascertain,  the  infections  were  mainly  of  a mild  type. 

Measles  accounted  for  the  majority  of  notifications  and  pro- 
duced a short  but  sharp  outbreak  centred  around  the  month  of 
June.  This  is  unusually  late  in  the  year  for  such  an  out- 
break but  it  coincides  olosely  v;ith  the  findings  in  the 
adjacent  Rural  District. 

Whooping  Cough  produced  8 cases,  all  occurring  in  the  latter 
half  of  the  year. 

Diphtheria  was  diagnosed  in  one  case  in  December  and  occurred 
in  an  unimmunised  person. 

Scarlet  fever  accounted  for  6 cases,  all  in  the  winter  months.

Food  Poisoning* 


On  the  Ifth  August  ten  persons  became  acutely  ill 
after  consuming  food  in  a restaurant.  Investigation 
showed  that  all  had  consumed  dried  egg  custard  which  on 
analysis  revealed  an  infection  with  coagulase  positive 
staphylococcus  aureus.  Further  research  produced  the 
same  organism  from  a cut  on  the  hand  of  a food  handler 
and  also  in  swabs  from  his  throat.  All  necessary  steps 
were  taken  to  guard  against  further  infection  from  this 
source  and  the  food  handler  later  received  medical  treat- 
ment aimed  at  removing  the  source  of  infection.  All  the 
victims  of  the  outbreak  made  a rapid  recovery. 

On  the  27th  Aug  ^0  persons  Mho  were  doing  a holiday 
course  in  a school  became  ill  with  symptoms  suggestive  of 
food  poisoning.  Investigations  of  specimens  from  the 
patients  was  negative  and  samples  of  the  food  taken  did 
not  reveal  any  definite  contamination.  V/e  v/ere  forced 
to  conclude  that  some  cocoa  which  had  been  taken  was  the 
probable  vehicle  but  unfortunately  no  samples  of  this  could 
be  obtained.  All  recovered  within  a few  hours. 


2 . Immunisation. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  carried  out  at 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  in  the  schools.  While  the-  per- 
centage of  children  protected  is  good  there  is  room  for 
considerable  improvement.

3.  Tuberculosis. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  appended  tables  that  there 
has  been  no  appreciable  change  in  the  numbers  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  period  there  were  5^  persons  on  the 
Register.  This  gives  a Tuberculosis  Rate  of  2f . 2 per  1000 
population.  While  this  figure  is  perhaps  high  for  a place 
of  the  type  of  Felixstov/e,  it  must  bo  remembered  that  the 
good  climate  is  an  attraction  to  all  types  of  respiratory 
sufferers  in  search  of  a dry  bracing  atmosphere.

Samples  were  taken  as  follows 

DAIRY  - Using  its  own  deep  well  water,  i sample:  Result  - 

Satisfactory. 

GIRLS*  BOARDING  SCHOOL  - Supplied  by  a mixture  of  water  from 
three  shallow  wells  - all  chlorinated.  A samples  - all  satis- 
factory. Colour  tests  to  check  the  adequacy  of  the  chlorination 
treatment  are  made  by  me  at  intervals  throughout  the  year. 

BOYS*  BOARDING  SCHOOL  - Shallow  V7ell  - not  chlorinated.  ^ sample 
Result  - Satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  ELEI/IENTARY  SCHOOL  - The  only  one  not  within  the  circuit  of 
the  Townes  water  mains  is  served  by  a shallow  v/ell.  ^ samples: 
Result  - all  unsatisfactory.  Y/ell  and  storage  tank  were 
chlorinated  twice  after  first  bad  sample  but  bacteriological 
findings  in  the  third  sample  v;ere  extremely  bad.  This  v/ater  is 
boiled  before  being  consumed  by  the  school  children.  It  is 
hoped  to  extend  the  water  main  to  supply  the  school  next  year. 

FARIvI  SUPPLY  - 7 samples  were  taken  of  a farm  supply  which  it  v/as 
proposed  to  extend  to  6 farm  cottages  under  the  Government*s 
Assisted  Scheme.  After  chlorination  of  tank  and  pipes  A satis- 
factory samples  v;ere  obtained  and  the  v/ater  is  now  connected  to 
6 cottages  hitherto  dependant  on  shallow  v^ells  yielding  water 
of  doubtful  quality. 

PRIVATE  V/ELL  - One  sample  taken  from  a well  serving  five  cottages 
v/ithin  reach  of  the  main  v;as  found  to  bo  of  doubtful  quality  and 
the  cottages  were  connected  to  the  Town  Supply. 


FELIXSTOWE  FERRY. 


Many  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  about  the 
inadequacy  of  the  water  supply  to  the  Ferry  and  its  int ermittency 
caused  by  the  ov/ner  of  the  Ferry  locking  the  taps  every  evening 
to  conserve  the  water.  It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  sponsored 
by  the  Council  and  now  going  forward  will  provide  an  ample  supply 
of  Tov/n*s  water  under  mains  pressure  to  the  whole  of  the  Ferry 
in  19A9* 

There  are  now  only  5 houses  and  ^ hotel  in  the  district 
within  reach  of  the  company *s  water  mains  and  not  connected  there 
to.  We  have  no  houses  dependant  on  standpipes  except  shacks  and 
chalets  at ' the  Ferry.

SHOPS  ACT. 
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Under  this  Act  the  Council  are  responsible  for  heating, 
ventilation  and  sanitary  accommodation  at  shops  and  the  County 
Council  as  the  authority  for  the  Shops  Hours  Act  for  washing 
accommodation  and  the  taking  of  meals  in  shops.  In  all  shops 
where  food  is  handled  for  sale  the  provision  of  suitable  washing 
accommodation  for  shop  assistants  with  hot  and  cold  water  may  be 
req.uired  under  other  Acts  operated  by  the  Council  and  so  far  as 
the  writer  is  aware  such  facilities  have  now  been  provided  at 
all  food  shops  in  the  town.

All  the  sites  licensed  by  the  Council  are  restricted  to 
trailer  caravans  only.  Camping  under  canvas  is  not  permitted. 
There  is  no  site  in  this  urban  district  on  which  a tent  may  be 
pitched,  except  for  such  short  periods  as  a licence  is  not 
called  for,  although  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  accommo- 
dation of  this  kind,  especially  by  Boys’  Brigades,  Boy  Scouts 
and  organisations  for  both  boys  and  girls.

ICE  CREAM 


As  is  to  be  expected  in  a seaside  town  ice  cream  is  sold 
here  on  a considerable  scale  during  the  season.  We  have  14. 
manufacturers  in  the  town  and  in  addition  IJ  other  premises 
are  registered  to  sell  ice  cream  which  they  obtain  locally  or 
from  large  manufacturers  elsewhere.  Other  premises  hotels, 
restaurants,  sell  ice  cream  though  not  req^uiring  to  register. 

The  Heat  Treatment  Regulations  have  had  a great  effect  on  this 
trade.  Certain  provisions  (i.e.  those  relating  to  recording 
thermometers  and  to  cooling)  were  postponed  to  enable  manufac- 
turers to  equip  themselves  but  the  regulations  come  more  fully 
into  force  in  194-9  • 

Samplinp;  of  Ice  Cream. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  suggested  a form  of  Methylene 
Blue  test  for  assessing  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  ice  cream. 
The  results  are  divided  into  4-  grades.  If  ice  cream  consisten- 
tly fails  to  reach  either  Grade  "1  or  2,  this  is  to  be  regarded 
as  indicating  methods  of  manufacture  and  handling  which  call 
for  further  investigation.  Too  much  significance  should  not 
be  attached  to  single  results  either  good  or  bad;  judgement 
can  be  properly  formed  only  on  a series  of  samples  taken  over 
a period. 

Samples  of  ice  cream  manufactured  locally  were  examined 
with  the  following  results.  (The  figures  shov/  the  grading  of 
the  ice  cream  and  the  retailers  code  numbers  refer  to  the  same 
makers  as  last  year)

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^8  inspections  were  made  of  food  preparing  premises,  i. e. 
restaurant  and  cafe  kitchens,  etc.  All  food  preparing  premises 
in  this  town  are  provided  with  washing  arrangements  (including 
hot  water)  for  use  of  persons  employed  in  the  preparation  of 
food  for  sale  to  the  public  and  there  are  copious  displays  of 
notices  urging  personal  cleanliness  on  the  workers.

RAT  & MICE  DESTRUCTION. 


The  Council  have  taken  advantage  of  the  Ministry’s  scheme 
enabling  us  to  exterminate  rats  at  private  houses  free  of  cost 
and  claim  a grant  of  of  our  expenses.  Trade  premises  are 
dealt  with  on  a full  payment  basis.  There  are  no  reservoirs 
of  infestations  in  this  district.  The  complaints  we  received; 
90  during  the  year  - related  to  minor  infestations.  Premises 
treated  v/ere  1/6  Private  dwellings,  18  Business  premises,  12 
Council  properties.  Sewers  were  treated  in  January  and  again 
in  August  but  with  no  very  striking  results.  We  have  never 
found  evidence  of  serious  rat  infestation  in  the  sewerage  system. 


SWIMMING  POOL. 
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The  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  at  the  sea  water 
swimming  pool  at  Manor  House  was  inspected  at  intervals  during 
the  summer  season.  The  pool  has  a capacity  of  268,000  gallons 
and  the  water  circulates  once  every  12  hours  passing  through 
a sand  filter  and  a chlorinator  and  thence  via  the  aerator  hack 
to  the  shallow  end  of  the  tank.  The  water  usually  shows  O.lf 
parts  per  million  chlorine  on  a colour  test.  A disappointing 
summer  caused  the  pool  to  he  made  little  use  of  last  year. 

One  sample  of  v/ater  examined  hy  the  County  Bacteriologist  v/as 
reported  as  being  of  an  excellent  standard  of  purity  and  free 
from  Goliform  bacilli. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SHELLFISH  REGULATIONS  195^» 

V/helks  are  obtained  from  Cobbold’s  Point  and  Shingle 
Street  and  are  sent  in  considerable  quantities  to  London. 

None  are  obtained  from  grounds  liable  to  pollution.  The 
whelks  are  cooked  before  despatch  to  market.  V/inkles  can  be 
obtained  from  the  estuary  of  the  Orwell  where  pollution  is 
possible  but  they  are  not  gathered  for  trade  purposes. 

DISINFECTIONS. 

120  disinfections  of  rooms,  bedding,  &g. , were  carried 
out  during  the  year.
